2. CITATIONS AND EXPLANATIONS 

Claims 1-30 lack an inventive step under PCT Article 33(3) as being obvious over NARAYEN et al. [US Patent 6 035 323 A] in 
view of AIHARA et al [US Patent 6 223 190 Bl]. NARAYEN discloses an online photo sharing service through the Internet 
wherein the service host images for a particular user [column 7, line 14-column 8, line 6; column 9, line 21-column 10, line 50]. 
AIHARA discloses a digital camera wherein the camera contains a web server allowing the camera to generate web documents 
containing images and for interfacing with applications and web browsers [column 14, lines 17-67]. Using an ID to identify the 
camera from which images are downloaded to a photo sharing service and having software customized for cameras is obvious in view 
of the teachings of NARAYEN and AIHARA.
